Dear Sir: 

I have postponed giving a definite reply with regard 
to the design for the coinage till after my experience with 
the Inaugural medal, which I knew would help me in forming con- 
clusions as to the cost. 

I shall state 35,000. (five thousand dollars) as my price 
for making the designs for both sides of the gold pieces and 
the penny. In fixing this amount I name a sum considerably 
below what ! receive for work of like character. 

I have this so much at heart however, that should the sun 
I have nemed prove greater than the funds at your disposal, I should 
be glad to consider the execution of the models for whatever amount 
there may be at your command for the purpose. 

I assume the same design may be adopted for both gold and copper 
coinage. Should some part of the latter require different treatment, 
that would necessitate some further remuneration; this however can be 
decided later. 

I think it will be necessary that I supply the die also, as 
(Unless I am mistaken) the machine at the mint requires retouching 
of the dies by hand; the modern one obviates that.

RE PANAMA COINAGE, 


By the agreement between the United gtates and Panama 


dated June 20th, 1904, the government of Panama bound itself to 


créate 3,000,000 additional Panama Pesos as called for by the 


Secretary of War. Recently, the derends of the Isthmian Canal 


Commission for coinage have been so imperative that the Secretary 


of War exercised his option and notified me of his desire for 


an increased issue of 1,000,000 Pesos, Moreover, the increase 


became neceesary in order to maintain the parity of silver with 


gold upon the Isthmus, The subject has become one of extreme 


necessity in the interests of the work on the Canal. The Governe- 


ment of Paname. accordingly promptly authorized me to create the 


additional issue and furnished me the funds for the purpose. 


Therefore, on the 29th day of June, I notified the Superintendent 


of the Mint ati Philadelphia to prepare to make the coinage as 


requested by this Government, 


Nearly two weeks have since elapsed 


and to my great regret I am now told by the Superintendent of the 
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Mint of Philadelphia that his request for instructions addressed 
%o you on July lst still renia ins unanswered and that consequently 
he cannot proceed with the coinage. Already I have delivered part. 
of the silver at the Mint and the balance of the silver is ready 
for shipment. All proceedings have been stopped, however, because 
the Philadelphia Mint hes not received the formal instructions from 
the Director of the Mint: at. Washington, By a telpphone to 
Philadelphia I learned that no response has yet been received and 
by telephone to you toeday that the Director of the Mint being 
absent from Washington has not given the requisite lautrestioks, 
In the meantime, the President of the Panama Republic has cabled 
requesting that shipments be immediately made for the use of the 
Isthmian Canal commission and the bankers interested in maintining 
the parity of silver with gold are having just cause for complaint. 

Permit me, therefore, to most urgently request that you 
will lese not an hour in giving the Philadelphia Mint the necessary 
forme instructions. Already ten days have been lost and I am sure 
that you will be desirous of bastoning the work of the Commission 
by telegraphing to Philadelphia.

You will doubtless recall that in a letter to you under 
date of February llth, 1905, I asked for instructions concerning 
the employees of the mint participating in political work and serv- 
ing on political committees. “his coznimunication, I understand, was 
considered at 2 Cabinet meeting and the President decided that no 
employee in the classified service would be permitted to be a member 
of any political cormittee. “his settles the cuestion as to what 
employees in the classified service ere permitted to do, but it is 
still undecided as to what extent unclassified laborers in the Govern- 
ment service are restricted in their connection with political comuit- 
tees and political activity at the polls. 

In October 1902, the Postmaster General issued to the employees 
of the Post Office Department an order (Form #1236), which it seems 
hes become a guide,to a certain extent at least, for other departments 
of the Government, wherein he says: 

"4s to political activity, a sharp line is drawn between those 
in the classified and those in the unchassified service. Postmasters 
or others holding unclassified positions are merely prohibited from 


using their offices to control political movements, from neglecting 
their duties, and from causing public scandal by political activity."

You remember during the municipal campaign in Philadelphia last 
February several of the wnclassified employees took a more or less 
active part during the campaign and at the election, one employee 
even serving on a ward committee. These men were under the impres- 
Sion that under the order just quoted they were not violating any 
law or regulation of the Government service. 

Another political campaign will soon be upon us and it is but 
just to our unclassified employees that they should know to what 
extent they ere restricted from political sectivity under the rules 
and regulations of the Civil Service. You will see the importance 
of having a plain and positive order which sll can understand and 
which cannot be subject to two interpretations, and whatever in- 


structions you may give in the matter will be carried out in letter

There was but little done in precious metal mining in 
Wyoming during the past year. The principal actual mining 
was at the Carissa mine in Vievivnigl mamta and by the Penn= 
Wyoming Company, as it is now called, in the Encampment Dis- 
trict. 

The Carissa is a mine which yielded free gold at the 
surface in paying quantities, but with depth the ore became 
more refiractory, calling for supplementary processes. Cy- 
anidation has been tried, but with what success I am not in- 
formed. The vein is described to me by the state geologist 
as being of extraordinary width and length, and I infer of 
great future value. The supplementary process probably 
should be water concentration and subsequent smelting or 
chlorination of the concentrates. The Groundhog mine is 
located in the same district and is of great future promise. 
It is hard to understand what has delayed the development 
of this section, as gold ore of good grade exists in large 
quantity. 

The most active metal mining in Wyoming at present 
is in the Encampment District. The principal mining com- 


pany is the recently re-organized Penn - Wyoming Company, 


Formerly called the Ferris - Haggerty, and which has also 


been known by other mames, 
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The ores are essentially copper, 


golcLand silver in small quantities being obtained by the re- 


fining of the matte.

of ore. The concentrates from the mill, together with the 


high grade copper ore, are smelted to a 50 Z% copper matte, 


Which is converted into blister copper and shipped to the 


American Metals Company for refining. 


The Battle Lake Tunnel and ‘ining Company, owning 


the Doane mine, are contemplating the erection of concen= 


trating and smelting works during the present year. Their 


problems are similar in all respects to those of the Penn- 


Wyoming company, and will probably be solved in the same 


W ay ° 


The proposed railroad extension into this camp will 


be of great benefit. 


One of the most promising mining companies in the 
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state is that controlled by Henry Schnitzel « Co., oper- 
ating southwest of. Cody. They control very valuable mines 
of gold, silver and copper, also some veins carrying galena. 
The company is well backed by ample capital, but has done 
nothing save development work and the acquiring of title, 
pending the arrival of the railroad, now building. I am 
informed that active operations are now under way. 

In the Sunlight District valuable gold mines are owm- 
ed by John L. Painter and the Henry Villard estate. They 
are in the main quartz veins carrying iron and copper py=. 
rites of very high gold and silver tenor. I nave full re- 
ports of these mines before me, written by Dr. Kimball, the 
former Director of the Mint, as well as a resumé of all 
tests made by Mr. Painter, and have no hesitancy in saying 
that the prospective value of these mines is very great. 
The ores offer no difficulties in the way of treatment, 


calling for only water concentration and the subsequent 


smelting of the concentrates. This smelting need net be 
done at the mines, and the product probably could be more 
profitably handled by shipping to smelters already estab- 
lished. There are also some galena veins rich in silver. 


The same remark applies here that I have made of other sec- 


tions of Wyoming. One does not readily sce why the develop 


ment of these mines has been so long delayed, as they are 
certainly valuable deposits. It can only be accounted for 


because of the general inaccessibility of the mining regions 


and their rempteness from railroads. 
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Im those parts of the Black Hills adjoining the State 
of North Dakota, and known as Bear Gulch and Nigger Hill, 


placer mining has continued from the first Black Hills rush 


to the present time, but the out-put constantly declines. 


The origin of the placer gold in this section has long been 


sought, and there have been expectations of very rich veins 


being found. The gold is very coarse; attached to it are 


often times pieces of the original rock or matrix from which 


it was derived. Its roughness and these attached pieces of 


rock show that it has not " travelled " very far, and [I have 
no hesitancy, from a personal examination made during the 


present season, in saying that this gold was in the main 


derived from the large greenstone that parallels the big 
vein of tin-bearing granite that passes through this section. 


The greenstone is perhaps two nundred feet thick and is gol@d 
bearing throughout. It is not known if it is rich enough 
to pay for mining, but pernaps parts of it are, especially 
in the wicinity of the village of Tinton. 

The Tinton Mining Company is primarily &@ tin mining 


venture, but their ground covers many claims originally lo- 
cated for gold, and some gold is yet produced from their 


placer ground. 
The Golden Empire Company was organized for both 


gold and tin, and while much money has been raised, and 


many claims purchased, actual development and production 
has not been attempted as yet.

north of the Colorado line ,it is claimed,will soon be made, 
and while I believe the gold dredge is destined to deluge 
the world with gold, I do not expect much of a field for it 
in tne Rocky Mountain region of either Wyoming or even Colo- 
rado, and certainly not in South Dakota. This is owing to 
the thinness of the deposit and the absence of suitable 
conditions existing elsewhere, but mainly from the coarse 
nature of the deposit - the boulders being too large for 
this method of working, but if any field exists it will be 
found in the gravels lying upon the Hasterly slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains, extending into Wyoming, and. the continua-

As you have been advised by telegraph, we 
yw puree the settlement in a manner creditable to all con- 
cerned. The extremely small wastage of gold in the Coiner's Depart= 
ment, was due to the amounts of metal recovered from two old 
whitening furnaces that have been in operation since the establish- 
ing of the mint, and a good part of the Melter and Refiner's ex- 
cess was due to the recovery of something over two hundred ounces 
of gold in the tearing down of the old melting furnaces which were 
replaced by the new gas melting furnaces. The excess of the melter 
and Refiner is about one hundred ounces less than the amount given 
you by telegraph. After the sending of the dispatch,in checking 
up the figures of the Melter and Refiner an error of about one 


hundred ounces was discovered, which reduced the surplus to that 


extent.

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THE HISTORY AND 


FUTURE PRODUCTION OF GOLD. 


——— 


The future of gold production with regard to South 
Dakota and the Rocky Mountain region generally can not be 
considered alone. It must be taken in connection with the 
rising flood of gold and its effect upon the price of gold 
itself, therefore of wages and the cost of living. In fact, 
the future of this section can not be separated from that 
of the world at 18rge. 

The gold of antiquity all came from placers. The 
great additions to the world's stock in modern times also 
were derived mainly from this source. This was supplement- 
ed by the working of quartz mines by the free=milling or 
stamp mill process; but in general only the out-crops pr 
backs of gold veins are free-milling. When the veins are 
worked beyond atmospheric infimexesa, they rapidly become 
refractory, calling for supplementary processes, Such as 
pan- amalgamation upon the Comstock, or water concentration 
and subsequent chemical treatment of the concentrates, 

Such as chlorination; or ty fire treatment, such as stiglt- 
ing with lead, copper or iron pyrite as a medium of collec- 
tion. Such were the methods of gold lode mining at the 
time of the invention and application of the cyanide pro- 


cess, which is typically applied a the Black Hills$ = 
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First 5; = To the treatment of the sands of the Home- 
stake mine, whereby what formerly would have been called 
" traces " of gold are saved and added to the out-put. The 
cost of treating the Homestake sands by cyanide is about 
25 cents per ton of sand, so that 0.1 oz. of gold, or much 
less gives a very handsome return. 

Second ; - To the treatment of certain auriferous 
Sandstones which are not free-milling and which formerly 
were treated by chlorination or by smelting, 2S at the 
Wasp No. 2 and Horseshoe mines, where ores running $2.50, 
or only 0.125 oz. per ton are worked at a large profit. 

The cyanide process has immensely increased the 


world's supply of gold by cheapsning its production. 


Certain ores that do not yield their gold either by 
free - milling or cyanide are still treated by chlorination. 
Cyanide is essentially ( but not always ) a " raw " process’ 
that is, the ores need no preliminary roasting, but in chlo- 
rination they are usually first roasted to free the gold from 
combination and then treated with chlorine, and the result- 
ing chloride of gold leached or washed out of the sands,or 
pulp. Next to cyanide it is the cheapest of the wet pro- 
cesses, and is yet largely employed, especially at Cripple 
Creek, where certain ores do not yield readily to cyanide 


and are not rich enough to pay smelting charges. Ssmelt- 
ing, while a safer process and applicable to all ores | 
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of sufficiently high grade, is nevertheless a costly pro- 
CESS. Chlorination, therefore, has its applications, but 
is not, save at Cripple Creek, of its former importance. 
Next to the increase due to the free-milling and 
cyanide processes, the world's stock of gold was, and is 
receiving great additions from smelting, which may be consid 
ered under two heads ;: = 
First ; - Lead smelting, the peesens of the American

Second ; ® Copper Matte Smelting, The process of The 


Amalgamated Company. 
LEAD SMELTING. 


Formerly neither of these processes added much gold 
to the world's stock. In the smelting of lead ores, it was 
known from the earliest times, before the dawn of history, 
even, that lead carried silver, and that this silver could 
be recovered by burning the lead. Even Holy Writ has many 
references to it. In the Book of Jeremiah’ the process of 
cupellation is fully described. No detail is wanting - the 
forced blast - the resulting litharge - the refined silver. 
Cupellation also saved the gold, which remained with the

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tilPattison discovered that lead might be concentrated from 
ee three ounces per ton to a valuable product, which 
would pay to cupels and here we received an unexpected ad- 
dition to our stock of precious metals. The Pattison pro- 
cess held the field until after the qiseeveay of our own 
great silver-lead mines in America. 

Lead smelting for precious metals was essentially a sil- 
ver process, but even the smallest traces of gold were saved 
by it, and in time it developed into a great gold process. 
This was owing not only bo the great improvement in the lead 
smelting method itself, but to the discovery of the Parkes 
process of de-silverization of lead bullion, in which a small 
amount of zinc is added to the kettles of refined lead, stim 
red in and allowed to rise to the surface. It not only col- 
lects the silver, but has a far greater affinity for gold, 
so that the process can almost be divided into a gold sepa- 
ration and a silver separation, - the first " crusts ; or 
skimmings that rise carrying the whole ( almost ) of the 
fold, the second and third " crusts " being mainly silver- 
bearing. Refractory gold ores, or for that matter, free- 
milling if rich enough, are smelted with lead ores and the 
resulting lead bullion refined in the above manner, and not 
only is the gold thus saved, but many other metals, the lead, 


copper, silver and gold all helping to bear a part of the 


cost of the process. 


Ss - 
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COPPER MATTE PROCESS. 


Copper sulphide may be employed as a collector of 
gold and silver, much as metallic lead is, and almost all 
copper ores carry both gold and silver in varying quanti- 
ties. In smelting such copper ores to matte these small 
quistretes of precious metals are collevted in the matte, 
and their separation from it, or the subsequently resulting 
copper, has given rise to several beautiful metallurgical 
processes, one of them at least, liquation, being so amcient 
that we do not know where it was invented. Other methods, 
such as the Augustine and Ziervogel processes , have been 
invented. The latter prosess still survives in two places 
at least, at Argo, near Denver and at Mansfeld, where it 
originated. These were silver processes, but gold was got 
from the copper by " secret " processes, one still being 
employed at Argo. All these methods were rendered practic~- 
ally useless so far as copper smelting was concerned by the 
development of copper refining by the electrolytic methods, 
whereby even the traces of gold and silver occurring in the 
ores were saved. This copper matte smelting has received its 
greatest development at Butte, but Arizona and Mexico are - 
rapidly becoming great producers, and even the small traces 
of silver produced by some of the Lake Superior native cop- 
per mineS are saved wherever electrolytic copper refining 


is employed, as, for instance, by the Calumet and Hecla at 


their Buffalo refinery. Except these native copper mines, 


covever, almost all other copper mines must make matte, 
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hence impure copper, hence electrolytic refining, hence 
stillfyrther additions to the world's stock of precious 


metals. 
LODE MINING CONSIDERED AS A SOURCE OF SUPPLY. 


AJ1 of these processes, Free-millimg, Chlorination 
and Smelting, have had to do with lode mining and not plac- 
ers. Before the ore can be treated it must be mined. This 
sins an expensive hoisting plant, cross-cut tunnele or oth- 
er means of access to the deposit. The mining calls for 
tools, dynamite, and above all, paw, fuel and hiners. 

The ore-treagtment requires metallurgical works and hechn ies 
al skill, and from the day the mine is ppened we may expect 
a progressive impoverishment of the vein with increased 
depth and a progressive increase in the costs of mining, 
owing to increasing cost of hoisting and pumping and other 
increased expenses incident to deep mining. The ores are 

not only less valuable but are less docile in treatment as 
the mine deepens, and each day's work renders the mine itself 
less valuable by what is taken out of it; and as the ubiqui- 
tous prospector has practically been over every square mile 
of the ground, we can look for no more Cripple Creeks, Home- 
Stakes or Comstocks to take the place of our present ones. 
The country is not only thoroughly praspeted, but the rich

The his-= 
tory of the Comstock in time will be repeated, end from

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Note ; — I am aware that these statements may appear 
not to agree with certain facts; for instance that Cripple 
Creek for the past half year paid 30 % of its gross out-put 
in dividends, and that the Rand for the same period paid 
50 % of its gross out-put in dividends.

I have spoken of the concentration and enrichment of 
the out-crop of veins caused by surface agencies. These 
agencies have eroded thousands of feet if not naan from the 
out-crops of some veins, and the amount of enrichment which 
the remaining parts of the veins have received from this 
erosion is but a small part of that which has gone to form 
gold placers. This erosion and concentration of the gold 
has gone on from the earliest geological ages, and from all 
gold deposits»large and small. Oceans, rivers and glaciers 
have been but huge mining engines, eroding, concentrating 
and placer building machines, so that the amount of gold in 
the placers must be more than man can ever hope to win from 
veins.

This search has never really ended. If not secured 
by one people from mines, it was got from another by conquey., 
As the tide of the gold supply ebbed and flowed , so man’s | 
prosperity ebbed and flowed. At present the tide is coming 
in. Within limits we can Beane: its arrival - and its 


height. It is indeed a flood tide. 


THE GOLD DREDGE. 

This high tide in the out-put of gold is coming through 
the gold dredge, " the gold ship " it has not inappropriately 
been called. It is the engine which is to render available 
the gold which has been long stored in placers. They sap 
boundless, not in Colorado indeed, nor in the Black Hills, 
but in the Pacific Coast states, in Alaska, Gentral and South- 
ern America, in Asia and the Southern hemisphere. 

Meany of these placers were never worked by reason of 
lying below the water level, where the bed=-rock could not be 
bared, or where sufficient fal] could not be had for the 
tailings. Others have not. been worked because of adverse 
legislation, as in California, where the defilement of the

away the tailings. It defiles no streams. It requires little 
water, using that in which it floats over and over. It re= 
quires no land for dumping, using that which it wanes for 

this purpose. It requires but few men to operate it. It 

is not costly to build compared with mills and uel Gonm, 

It " mines ", " treats "and turns ‘that which the ceveeuuant 
stamps as money, without regard to quantity, without distinct- 
ion, giving to every ounce a face value of $20.67, pepesae 
able for all debts, both public and private, without limita- 
tion or exception. " Ore " carrying not more than five cents 
per cubic yard, or say two and a half cents per ton, is tbheat— 
ed at a profit of 33+/3 per cent , while placers carrying 

10, 20, and even 50 cents per yard are common, those of average 
value being limitless . If these dredges continue to work, 
Alex Delmar says that the world will'"not only be saturated with 


gold, but it will be nauseated with it."

The average cost of producing gold by means of the dredge 
is probably about $ 10.00 per troy ounce.

In The Engineering Magazine for July Alex. Delmar says, 

"A brief statement of what the principal auriferons have 
produced from hand labor will perhaps prepare us better to appre- 
ciate what they are capable of yielding to thyfs amphibious in- 
vention : - 

" During the 90 years from 1710 to 1800, the placers of 
Brazil produced by slave labor 750 millions dollars in gold. 

" During the 30 years from 1848 to 1878 the placers of 
California produced mostly by hand labor 880 millions in gold. 

“ During the 27 years, 1851 to 1878, the placers of Aus- 
tralia produced mostly by hand labor 900 millions in gold. 

" During the 75 years from 1830 - 1904 inclusive Russia 


produced largely from the placers of Siberia 1300 millions in

" During the past ten years 1895 to 1904, the placers of 
Alaska produced, chiefly by hand labor, 140 millions in gold. 


" All these placers or auriferons can be profitably work- 
ed over by the gold dredge and more, gold taken from them than 


they have already yiel@ed." ( The italics are mine. )

Judging from present experience, 
worked within twenty years if the dredges could be had} but prob- 
aby this will not be done while so much virgin ground remains 
untouched. Lode mining for gold only probably will not increase, 
for reasons already shown, but where it is produced in connection 
with copper and lead it will at least not fall off, so that after 
a@ careful survey of the field, the estimate of a doubled out—-put 
within the next ten years seems not out of the way, and an ine 
crease to our stock of gold within twenty years of $15,000,000,00 
need not surprise us. 


What will be the effect of this flood of Zold ? 
It nas been pointed out many times that Europe awoke 


from the darkness and poverty of the Middle Ages to the weqlith 

and prosperity of modern times by means of the metal riches 
brought to her by the discovery of America. Se, alse, it is 
€vident that our present high wave of prosperity is coincident 
with the present flood of gold and doubtless, indirectly at least, 


is ewing to it... It is fair, therefore, to consider what will be 
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the effect of a greatly increased and continued out-put 
of gold. 

I-think the following may be safely admitted : - 

First 3 - The rate of gold production has doubled 
in ten years and probably will again double in ten years more. 

Second + - it has declined in vetae, Le @., “An pure 
chasing power per unit, and will continue to aoeuanel 

Third ; ~ Notwithstanding this, we are in the midst of 
unexampled prosperity by reason of this very increase in 
gold production. 

If these points are well taken, there is a seeming 
paradox, but we may rest assured that in reality there is 
none, and that our prosperity is governed by some sound under 
lying law. It is necessary to discover this law that we 
may predict the effect of the coming flood upon our future 


prosperity. 
We must then consider the following ; - 


First ; - If gold has declined in value, why has its 
decline brought prosperity ? 


Second +; - If it will continue to decline with in- 
creased production, is its increased production desirable ? 


The answer to these questions seems to be tnat wnile 


there has been a decline in value per unit of gold, it has 


not been proportioned to the gain in " units", so that our 
\ 
aggregate wealth in gold has greatly increased, and so long 


as the one does not overtake the other increased production 
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is desirable. It is by this that I would forecast the effects 
of the coming flood of gold. For instance, should gold decline 
to even $ 10.00 per OZ-, and at the same time the world's 

stock of eed be increased say ten times, it would still in 

the aggregate have five times the purchasing power of the 


present stocks, ,at the present value,-hence such increase 


would be desirable. 

The danger would come only when the decline per unit 
was not offset by the increase in the number of units. Will 
that time ever arrive ? 

The value of gold, like that of other things, is de= 
termined by its cost of production, and not by the stamp of 
the mint. In the course of time, from its having been used 
as a measure of value, every thing has been adjusted to it. 
The measure of its future value will be just in proportion 
to its cost, but so complex are the laws of commerce that 


trade will not at once adjust itself to a new valuation, 
though in the end it must inevitably do so. 


There is in the world a certain stock of S010 which 
we may figure as having cost its present value to produce. 
If this could be doubled without expense, I imagine its wre 
ue would be only one half as much. If it conid be doubled 


by adding as much more gold at a cost of § 15.00 per oz., 
the resulting average should be about {} 17.87 per OZ., but 


the sum of the values of the two lots is far greater at the 


reduced price than the first lot was alone. 
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I think that this is the real reason why gold may 
decline in value, yet its production really brings prosper- 
ity, and that we may safely leave its production to regulate 
itself so far as the world at large is concerned; but the 
effect of this decline upon our individual gold miner, 


which you have asked me to consider, is a different question, 
and wo may illustrate it as follows ; - 
At the Homestake mines, let us suppose that gold is 


now produced at $ 16.00 per ounce. 


? 


At Cripple Creek let us suppose it now costs *% 19.00 
per ounce, and at both places it is worth & 2011677 So long 
as this state of affairs continues gold will be profitably 
mined at both places. But at both places gold mining will 
inevitably cease as already pointed out, by reason of increas- 
ed costs of noisting, working, and the decrease in ore value. 
If we now add to this the decrease owing to the great increase 


in gold derived from the out-put of placers, the death of 
these mines must be hastened. 


It seems, therefore, that the increased gold production 


at cheaper rates elsewhere must re-act unfavorably upon the 
production of gold in the Rocky Mountain region.

My dear Sirs- 

I thank you for the trouble which you have ania 
in answering so fully, in your favor of the 13th inst., my 
previous request of June 30th for the immediate coinage of 
one million pesos for the Panama Government. I also note 
your @urtesy in sendins me a telegram on the day of your 
letter, 

I did not heretofore, but I do now, quite under- 
stand the difficulties vhich your letter of the 13th so 
intelligently portrays, and I have sent a copy of it to the 
President of Panama, as the most satisfactory explanation 
of the predicament. 

As you may know, I personally advised this is- 
sue in the interests of the Un@ted States Government, Owe 
ing to the stringency of the money markets on the Isthmus, 
and as the Government of Panama has accepted my advice, you 


will appreciate that I am not addressing you in any criti- 


cal spirit when I indicate to you the great urgency of the 
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Cases Secretary Taft especially desired the imme diate 
coinage of this silver, and as he left me in charge @¢ such 
subjects I feel especially obligated to see that no con- 
dition arises vhich would justify the Commission in feeling 
that this Government had prevented the furnishing of the 
silver by what is called "red tape.” 

I have already made arrangements for the making 
of the dies, which work is well under way and I suppose 
the dies are ready for delivery. 

T have delivered much of the bullion at Philadel- 
phia and am ready to deliver the balance. We await only 
the work of the Philadelphia Mint. I am acquainted with 
the practices of the Departments, ‘ows celal the coinage, 
and would have pursued the ordinary course of Treasury 
Department, were not this order made at the request of the 
United States Government itself. Paruetays we assumed 
that the United States Government would do whatever was 
requisite to make effective its own request. Therefore, 
if any further request is necessary, I beg you to request 
it of the Acting Secretary of War. I am sure, however, 
that no further request will be necessary as this corres- 
pondence will be ample justification for your action.

These figures show an improvement in the amount produced in Cascade County 
during the year. The velues are won from the mines at Barker and Neihart, several 
of which appear to be in the most satisfactory conditions generally. 

The city of Great Falls is the county seat of Cascade County. Near it are 
located the famous rapids of the Missouri River, from which the city was named. On 
the banks of these is the smelter and refinery of the Boston & Montana Consolideted 

Copper and Silver Mining Company. The enormous water power available as yet has been 
but partially developed and utilized for the reduction of the great tonnage mined by 
this company at its Butte properties. The distance from the mines to the smelter 
is 178 miles. This is daily traversed by heavy freight trains loaded with crude 
ores for reduction and conversion into copper bars, at this plant.

These figures show an increase over the yield of the preceeding year which 
arose from the development at and working of the Southern Cross Mine, the milling of the 


ore taken from the Cable Mine and from the placer mining of gold from French Guich and 


elsewhere. 


The Southern Cross Mine is located seventeen miles from Anaconda and during 
1904 the ore therefrom was hauled to the Washoe Smelter for treatment. During the 


year large holdings of the stock in the company changed hands and the new owners have 
commenced the erection of a 60 ton concentrator to handle its product instead of sending 


same to Anaconda as at present. 
The Washoe Smelter, at Anaconda, is the largest and most modern reduction 
plant for copper ores in the world. In 1904 an average of 5,000 tons of ore was treat- 


ed daily. This was received from the mines of the Anaconda, Parrot, Colorado and other 


companies at Butte. 


These works consist of the sampling plant, concentrator, blast furnaces, 
roasting plant, reverberatory.plant, converter plant and the electrolytic refinery in 
the valley to the north. 

The concentrator is equipped with a sampling mill, built on the Taylor & Brunton 
plan. Here is also located the upper power house. The large engines drive the 
great concentrator as well as generate electricity for the works and for the city of 


Ancoomaes This concentrating mill covers more than six acres of ground and is built 


in independent halves of four units each. Each of the eight units is

to be treated at these furnaces is loaded into hopper=bottom cars, then handled by com- 
pressed air locomotives and discharged into the: hoppers above the furnaces. | Under 
all improved conditions of work in the reverberatories over the old plant the ageregate 
cost of coal, labor and repairs, has been reduced one-thousand dollars per day. the 
copper content of the slag produced is .4 per cent and of the matte 47.44 per cent. 

The matte from the blast and reverberatory furnaces is taken incits molten 
state to the converter and poured direct into the same.-. The process of converting is 
similiar to the "Bessemerizing" of iron'to steel. The sulphur contained furnishes the 
chief product of combustion combined with a powerful air blast. The iron contained 
in the matte combines with the silica of the converter lining and forms a Slag which 
floats on top of the molten copper and is skimmed off. This process makes the con- 


verter plant the most brilliant, the most active and the most dangerous place at the works. 


The converter building is modelled on the modern plan of an opven-work clear 


story structure with 100-ton traveling electric cranes, that readily handle the slag

Other features of magnitude at the Washoe plant include the use of compressed 
air in furnaces and for surface traction, the saving and re-treating of flue dust, the 
saving of steam fuel by the harnessing of the reverberatories to the Sterling boilers 
and the high degree of the purity of the anode copper. No where is there a more com= 


plieste aggregation of men, machinery and system engaged in the reduction of ores and 
it is inconceivable that any such system will better serve its day and generation than 


the Washoe plant.

In Flathead County nearly all the values originate in the Cabinet Mountains 
to which the town of Libby is the natural gateway.
